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Tax Exemption Raised 
At Zoning Bd. Hearing 
On Conservation Camp 

Owners Would Sell Proper- 
ty to Sisters of Charity 
as a Retreat 



Rezoning of the former State Con- 
servation Camp property on Fox 
Lake west of Lake Villa so that the 
Sisters of Charity may purchase it 
/ as a retreat will depend' on whether 
the County Board of Supervisors 
continues Its policy of keeping prop- 
erty on the tax rolls, 

Robert E. Longford and Mrs, 
Howard L. Willctt, owners of the 
property, appeared before the Lake 
County Zoning Board at Lake Villa 
Tuesday and asked a rezoning of 
the 20 acres and 22-room mansion 
from the residential to farming. 

Longford explained that through 
-the sale of the building {He is ask- 
ing $120,000) and surrounding land 
to the order of nuns, whose head- 
quarters are Dubuque, la., a desir- 
able occupant would be obtained 
and the value of the property ad- 
jacent to and nearby would be en- 
hanced. 

There were no obectors, but the 
questioning of the Zoning Board 
was on the withdrawal of the land 
from taxation. 

Atty. Earl Wasnecki, attorney for 
Longford, said that the property 
had been free from taxation all the 
time the Conservation Department 
had it, and only was placed back on 
the tax books this year. He said 
that it is his understanding that the 
Sisters of Charity are preparing to 
sell their property at Lilac Point, 
and that it would go back into tax- 
ation in exchange for this property. 

Longford explained that the rea- 
son the Conservation Camp prop- 
erty did not go on the assessment 
roll last year was that the state had 
not cleared title. He said that the 
estate had been assessed erroneously, 
and it was necessary for the state 
to erase these charges before title 
•could be given. 

The report of the Board will be 
made to the County Supervisors 
next month.

Detour of Highway 173 
Made While Overpass 
For Toll Road Started 



The pavement of Rte. 173 near 
Rosecrans west of Rte. 41 has been 
torn up and a detour established 
for more than 1,000 feet in prepara- 
tion for the new toll road that will 
cross under the highway at this 
point. 

The east and west pavement will 
go over the toll road which will 
connect with Rte. 41 a short dis- 
tance from the Illinois-Wisconsin 
state line. This will be a point of 
entrance and exit to the toll rood 
south to Chicago.

Discussing the pcmilties imposed on the pocket- 
books of the people by inflation, John S, Knight, edi- 
tor of the Chicago Dally News shows that: 

It robs the worker of his pension security. 

It robs the man who has invested in government 
securities as purl of his savings. 

It robs the dependents of veterans who depend 
upon insurance. 

It robs widows and children of ail people who 
have tried to provide for their families through in- 
surance. 

It makes Social Security a fraud. 

It cuts down the amount of goods that can be 
purchased by the growing army of old people. 

And finally, Mr. Knight declares, it robs every- 
one who is dependent upon a fixed income from in- 
vestments. 

In the face of this, our senators and representa- 
tives go merrily on deflating the dollar by federal 
extravagance and waste — the process has been ac- 
curately termed "Royal Thievery."

Your Stake in Foreign Trade 

You don't have to live on an ocean to have a 
big stake in this country's foreign trade — not by a 
long shot. 

Take Wisconsin as an example. 

According to the publication Maritime Affairs, 
a third of Wisconsin's total employment is affected 
directly or indirectly by world trade. This means 
that more than 313,000 Wisconsin employes, with an 
income of $1.5 billion, work in industries that depend 
on U. S. merchant ships to help carry a substantial 
portion of their products overseas. In addition 
130,000 persons on Wisconsin dairy farms are also 
heavily engaged in foreign trade. Last year the 
state's machinery exports came to $175 million: her 
automobile exports to $45 million: her paper prod- 
uct exports to $20 million; her dairy product exports 
to $18 million, and so on down the long list. 

The impact of foreign trade on the economy of 
the leading Wisconsin industrial city of Racine has 
been the subject of* research. Good examples are 
provided by two large farm implement companies. 
One of them estimates that 10 to 12 per cent of its 
Racine manufactured farm equipment goes to over- 
seas markets. And the city's exports are not con- 
fined to the products of heavy industry. Light in- 
dustry is w ell represented too — with products rang- 
ing from hair clippers and tools to puzzles, wrapping 
paper and insecticides. 

Next time you sec a merchant ship flying the 
U. S. flag — either in actuality or a picture; — you 
might profitably reflect for a moment on what foreign 
trade means to American employment, American 
wages, American living standards.

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Doctor Sets Rules 
For Growing Old 
In Graceful Style 

CHICAGO — Prcpnratlon for 
nglng should begin In the "prime 
of life," a 72-ycnr old North Caro- 
lina physician says. 

Every doctor should try to train 
hla middle-nged nnd even young- 
er pritients to cultivate habits of 
eating, sleeping, exercise, recrca* 
tlon, work and mental hygiene, 
Or. Wingntc M. Johnson, Wlnston- 
Salcm, said In the Journal of the 
American Association. 

Dr. Johnson, professor at Bow- 
man-Gray School of Medicine, lists 
seven rules of conduct he dlvlscd 
for himself some years ago. These 
rules have helped some of his 
patients and friends grow old with 
a "reasonable degree of compla- 
cency," he said. They are: 

1. Recognize that the mind be 
at its best when a person is about 
40 years old and should continue to 
be efficient to the age of 70 or 
more. The mind which Is properly 
trained does not lose Its elasticity, 
and constant use of the brain 
helps to keep It efficient. 

2. Avoid becoming an "old fogy" 
by frequent association with young 
people. Prepare for occasional 
shocks, but try to understand 
youth's viewpoint. 

3. Learn to delegate authority. 

4. Cultivate wide Interests. Learn 
new uses for hands and brain. 

5. Keep In touch with old friends 
and make new ones. ' 

0. Cultivate equanimity — the 
mental poise that keps one from 
being unduly elated or depressed. 
Keep a proper balance between 
emotion and reason. 

7. Cultivate the habit of looking 
forward rather than backward. 



Firefly Might 
Solve Mysteries 

WASHINGTON— The little lamp 
of the firefly may light up some of 
the mysteries of life. 

Life is possible because plants 
can change sunlight into chemical 
energy. Fireflies turn this energy 
back into light— and do a much 
more efficient Job than any elec- 
tric company. 

A light bulb wastes most of Its 
energy as heat A firefly operates 
Its lamp without heat, at better 
than 95-per-cent efficiency. 

Jealous electric companies re- 
tort that it would take more than 
137,000 lightning bugs to equal a 
. 80-waU bulb. But the companies 

admit that they might learn some- 
thing from these light-bearing 
beetles. 

The firefly may also prove a 
boon to medicine. Already, says 
the National Geographic Society, 
chemicals extracted from light- 
ning bugs can be used to measure 
a compound known as adenosine 
triphosphate or ATP, which is 
present in every living thing. 

ATP is a storehouse for energy. 



Traveling Student May 
Have Set Record 

DAVIS. Calif.— The student who 
shuttled between Yakima, Wash- 
ington and Davis, California may 
have set a new record among 
classroom commuters. 

John W. Griffith's 1,700-mile-a- 
week jaunt in search of knowledge 
will be hard to beat 

Griffith, an agriculture instructor 
at Yakima Valley Junior College, 
enrolled for post-graduate study in 
the summer session of the Univer- 
sity of California's Davis campus. 

Back home in Yakima, carpen- 
ters were constructing a new agri- 
culture building at the Junior col- 
lege and Griffith wanted to oversee 
the work on the classrooms he 
would be using In the fall. 

He got the commuting Idea when 
he found that his classes, at Davis 
were scheduled for Monday, Tues- 
day, and Wednesday ot each week. 

On Wednesday evenings, he took 
an overnight train from Davis to 
Portland (700 miles), then drove 
from Portland to Yakimn (150 
miles) In his own car. For the next 
three doys, he was "on the Job" 
as a construction supervisor. At 
noon on Sunday, it was goodby to 
Mrs. Griffith, car to Portland, 
overnight train to Davis, and he 
was n student again. It was as 
simple as that.

For tjGtaciiol Trees 
Grow Big and Tall 
In Jungle Depths 

WASHINGTON— Forgclmcnots 
are 100-fool-high trees in the 
"white Junglc,"- 

Great clusters 6f snow-white 
blossoms on the tops of n smaller 
species of forgctmenot tree may 
be one reason for the name at- 
tached to a unique kind of forest 
In southern Brazil explored botan- 
lcnlly by Dr. Lymnn B. Smith, 
Smithsonian Institution botanist, 
and Padre Raullno Reltz, director 
of the state herbarium of Santa 
Catarina. 

The white Jungle Is nn extension 
of the dense rain forest which 
characterizes the lowlands of in- 
terior Brazil. In Santa Catarina It 
extends eastward along the deeper 
valleys, Jnfiltrotlng the darker 
colored but more open arnucorln 
forest of the highlands or planalto. 
This probably is the main reason, 
Dr. Smith says, that the area is 
known locally as white Jungle. It 
Is much the same contrast as that 
between our own hardwood and 
conifer forests, except that the 
araucarla has an outline like a 
gigantic letter T instead of the 
familiar conical form. 

A more fanciful but not wholly 
impossible explanation of the term 
"white Jungle" is the presence of 
two forgctmenot trees that are so 
large and so frequent as to be an 
Important timber crap. Their great 
crowns of white blossoms would 
stand out to one viewing the forest 
from above like large white caps 
on a pale green sea. 

The general impression of the 
forgctmenot. based on species 
known in temperate climates, is 
that of a small fragile herb that 
has become a symbol of enduring 
love. But, Dr. Smith explains, the 
name applies to a major classifi- 
cation of the plant kingdom, based 
on the structure of the blossom. 
The Brazilian trees arc unques- 
tionably "forgetmenots." 



Pacifier Returns 
To Popularity 

CHICAGO— The baby's pacifier, 
long condemned as unsanitary, 
tooth-deforming and disease-pro- 
ducing, Is making a comeback. 

Today many pediatricians and 
dentists are beginning to look on 
the pacifier as "at least a partial 
answer to the vexing problem of 
how to prevent prolonged thumb- 
sucking and the dental disfigure- 
ment it often causes," according 
to an article by Peter C. Goulding, 
Chicago, an American Dental As- 
sociation staff member. 

He said bacteriological studies 
have shown that pacifiers are ac- 
tually more sanitary than the 
thumb. In addition, because of 
their soft texture, pacifiers arc far 
less likely than the thumb to force 
the teeth out of position. 

Perhaps the most persuasive 
point In favor of pacifiers is the 
fact that children apparently give 
them up earlier and with less 
trouble than they do thumbsuck- 
ing, Goulding said. One study 
showed that 28 children spontane- 
ously gave up the pacifier at the 
average age of 14 months, he said.

AKRON, Ohio — A shopping spree 
that would be a joy to any house- 
wife, but painful to any husband 
In charge of finance, has ended 
here. 

Mrs. Esther Myers has retired 
to her own pots and pans after 10 
years of buying housewares for 775 
company-owned stores and nearly 
4,000 complete line dealers of The 
Firestone Tire & Rubber Company. 

Among her record breaking pur- 
chases were: 19 carloads of dln- 
ncrwarc — nearly a million separate 
pieces— in a single order, and 100,- 
000 mops in one 30-day period. 

During her career Mrs. Myers 
ordered 10 million glass tumblers, 
half a million pols and pans, and 
hundreds of thousands of Ironing 
tables, among the 350 different 
types of housewares she bought 
regularly.

Nearly half of all the bulldinR 
In. the United Stales last yenr 
took place In the suburban and 
oullylnR areas of the nation's 
metropolitan centers, occordlnn to 
figures on bulldlnc permit activ- 
ity compiled by the U. S, Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

This Is close to double the pro- 
portion of the country's entire 
population contained In these 
areas, and Indicates the broad im- 
pact of the growth of suburban' 
Izntlnn on the building Industry 
ns well as on other areas of eco- 
nomic activity. 

The flRures show that about 
$0.1 billions of the total U. S. 
bulldinR permits of $10% billions 
for 10S6 were in the suburbs and 
outlylnR areas of the metropolitan 
centers. Tills represented about 48 
per cent of the total compared 
with 27 per cent of the U. S. Popu- 
lation residing In these areas. 

Another $514 billions, or 30 per 
cent of the year's bulldinR per- 
mits, were In the central cities 
of tho, metropolitan areas, which 
contained about this same propor- 
tion of the country's population. 
The balance of somewhat over 
$4 billions of the 1956 building 
permits was fn the small cities 
and towns and rural areas com- 
bined. The proportion here was 
only about half of the 41 per cent 
of the U.S. population residing In 
these oreas. The building flfiures 
Include additions, alterations and 
repairs as well as new construc- 
tion. 



Discipline Kids 
By Rule of Thumb 

LOS ANGELES— Your baby may 
need a formula for his daily diet- 
but not for his family relationship. 

So says Dr. D. Bruce Gardner, 
visiting associate professor of child 
development and psycholocy at the 
University of California, Los An- 
geles. Dr. Gardner's regular post 
is at Iowa State College. 

"The parent who attempts to dis- 
cipline his children 'by the book,', 
that Is, by rules laid down by some 
outside source, such as lecturer, a 
minister, or a writer on child psy- 
chology, is going to have an un- 
comfortable" if 'not unsuccessful 
parenthood," he points out. 

Dr. Gardner suggests the follow- 
ing rule of thumb for child discip- 
line: draw the line where you feel 
comfortable! 

'Then you arc more likely to be 
consistent In your discipline," he 
says. "Your words won't say one 
thing while your tone of voice and 
actions imply that you aren't real- 
ly sure of the wisdom of what 
you've said." 

In a few extreme cases, Dr. 
Gardner says, this rule of the 
thumb breaks down and parents 
should seek professional advice to 
help them review their values. 



What Are Your Chances 
For Ripe Old Age? . 

NEW YORK— Family building 
starts at a relatively early age in 
our country, but In many cases 
the father does not live to sec his 
youncest child become self-sup- 
porting. 

A study of the chances of family 
disruption by death reveals that, 
for a husband, age 25. the chances 
are 50 in 1.000 that he will die 
within 20 years. These chances 
rise rapidly with advance in age; 
they are 120 in 1,000 if he is 35 
years old, and 272 in 1,000 if he Is 
45. 

Statisticians point out that In 
young families where the husband 
Is 20, the wife 19. and the child an 
infant, the chances are 17 per 1,000 
that one qr more members will 
die within five years. The proba- 
bility of death Is greater for larger 
families and also where parents 
ore older. Thus, the chances of at 
least one death within five years 
In a family which consist of five 
members arc 28 per 1.000 if the 
father is 35 years of age, and in- 
crease to 58 per 1,000 if he is 45.

2. Make sure that your bus driv- 
ers are given, regularly each year, 

fa bus drivers training course. 

3. Find out if the township trus- 
tee or school board has selected the 
safest route for buses to and from 
school. If not, take steps to get 
it done, 

4. Be sure school children are 
instructed how to ride buses and 
how to cross the pavement to and 
from the buses. 

5, ' Be sure all equipment is in 
good repair and that, above all,' 
all necessary lights arc in perfect 
working order. 

With everyone helping it should 
be possible to reduce the number 
of school bus accidents drastically.

Have you ever tried to hypnotize 
yourself? It's simpler than you 
think if you do much driving on 
some of the country's newer 
throughways. 

Driving mile after mile at sus- 
tained speeds with your eyes fo- 
cused on a straight highway can waft 
you into a dream state, warns the 
Institute for Safer Living. You cnn 
costly hecome "speed-drugged." 

Some drivers arc awakened from 
this "hypnotic trance" only by the 
sound of screeching brakes followed 
by the crash of steel. Tragically, 
many never awaken at all. 

Their car has piled into another 
ahead, which has stopped or 
swerved suddenly. Sometimes a 
chain reaction may extend for sev- 
eral hundred feet along the turn- 
pike. 

By acute overdoses of monotony, 
many drivers have been literally 
"bored" to death. 

The Institute has some sugges- 
tions to help you avoid becoming 
a fatal "througnway" statistic. 

Motorists should practice what- 
ever mental diversions are neces- 
sary in order to avoid slipping into 
a highway hypnotic state. Some 
favorites arc playing the radio, con- 
versation with passengers, frequent 
shifting of body position, and vary- 
ing speeds slightly. On the other 
hand, do nothing that will distract 
you from full attention to driving. 
Sightseeing or scenery gazing is not 
for throughway travel. Keep mov- 
ing in pace with the general traffic 
flow, but do make frequent rest 
stops. 

Flick your eyes in the rear view 
mirror periodically. Stay in your 
lane and don't move Into another 
lane without a double check on fol- 
lowing traffic. 

Turnpike authorities recommend 
a minimum of six car lengths be- 
tween vehicles; never "camp" too 
close to the car ahead. 

Never under any circumstances, 
the Institute warns, come to a full 
stop in moving traffic if it can be 
avoided. If you have to stop, get 
your car off the road on to an apron. 
The drivers behind may be under 
the spell of "highway hypnosis." 

The Institute warns that at GO 
miles an hour nearly all drivers 
are afflicted with a form of tempor- 
ary "tunnel" vision. 

While traveling at high speed, a 
driver's clear range, of vision some- 
times narrows down to an angle as 
low as five per cent of normal visi- 
bility. 

It's as if the driver were wearing 
"blinders" like old Dobbin did in the 
long ago. Oncoming vehicles, bridge 
abutments and workers are readily 
visible up ahead, but objects become 
indistinguishable as you approach 
or pass them. 

Many turnpike accidents occur, 
according to the Institute, because 
of these "blind" sides of a driver's 
vision. While nothing can be done 
about "tunnel vision" motorists can 
give their eyes a break by occa- 
sionally pulling off the road and giv- 
ing their eyes a rest. 

Slow down after sundown, your 
eyes cannot cope with higher speeds 
under conditions of darkness and 
artificial lighting. 

Have your eyes examined at per- 
iodic intervals, the Institute sug- 
gests; your ability to see changes 
from year to year. 

Always expect the unexpected. 
Tests show a driver moving at high 
speed can see an unexpected obsta- 
cle at half the distance he can see 
an expected one. 

A final word of caution from the 
Institute: When you turn off a turn- 
pike, be sure that you slow down 
to speeds in keeping with secondary- 
road traffic. This requires a con- 
scious mental effort after you have 
become accustomed to breezing 
along at high speeds for sustained 
periods.

In angina pectoris, constricted 
arteries rob the heart of its sup- 
ply of blood. A heart attack can 
be touched off by physical exertion 
and/or emotional strains and pres- 
sures. Fear of another attack may 
well trigger a recurrence, accord- 
ing to medical authorities. 

With this knowledge, medical 
scientists are developing drugs to 
relieve and even to forestall at- 
tacks. These new drugs are aimed 
at both the physical and the emo- 
tions! conditions involved. 

For example, one new medicine 
called Csrtr&x combines a vasodi- 
lator, to relsx constricted blood 
Teasels, with in stsrsxie, to ease 
the anxieties that haunt most ear- 
disc patients. * 
Dr. Hilton End* of Petersburg, 
Va_ reported definite improve- 
ment in 88 per cent of the patients 
he treated with this double-duty 
drug which simultaneously helps 
the damaged heart and soothes the 
anxious mind. 

Another investigator. Dr. Louis 
Selverstone of Tufts University 
and the New England Center Hos- 
pital, feels that reduction of emo- 
tional strain In patients with an- 
gina and other heart conditions 
may be the major factor in achiev- 
ing rehabilitation.

For 1958 With 

Revolutionary V-4 



The V nfic finally has come to out- 
board boating. 

Johnson Motors, the nation's 
lending manufacturer of outbonrd 
motors, will pioneer the revolution- 
ary In Its 1058 line when it introduc- 
es a four-cylinder, V outboard en- 
gine rated at 50 horsepower, it was 
announced today. 

For outboard engineers the V mo- 
tor has been a long sought goal 
thought of as the golden npplc hang- 
ing just beyond roach, It now Is a 
commercially successful reality for 
the first time in history. 

W. H. Jonas. Johnson director of 
sales, reports the new V engine pro- 
vides more power in a smaller pack- 
age, reduces noise, increases dura- 
bility and dependability, yet can be 
operated at greater economy than 
any other outboard of comparable 
power. It will open now worlds of 
cruising to family outboard owners 
who want to participate in all forms 
of outdoor water activities. 

Despite its increased power, the 
new V engine features nn import- 
ant safety factor since its lower 
center of gravity will make the boat 
less vulnerable to tipping than with 
other large motors. Another Im- 
portant feature of the new V en- 
gine will be a reduction of vibra- 
tion and less exhaust noise. It also 
will have a shorter, stronger crank- 
shaft that will provide a smoother 
flow of power, Jonas said. 

In addition to two models of the 
new V-50s, Johnson will market a 
complete 1958 line of newly designed 
in-line motors ranging from 3 to 35 
horsepower. 

A new 35 horsepower motor, most 
powerful of the company's line last 
year, will be introduced with the 
V-50. Called the Super Sea-Horse 
35, It is a completely redesigned 
two-cylinder, in-line engine. It Is 
an electric starting motor equipped 
with Johnson's new "super quiet 
drive" silencing, key starting, tilt 
locks, fuel pump, thermostat, anti- 
friction bearings, lifting ring and 
generator attachment. Along with 
the Super Sea-Horse 35, Johnson 
will offer two other versions of this 
size motor at lower cost. 

Rounding out the 1958 Johnson 
line will be a key-switch electric 
18, a manual starting 18, and mot- 
ors of 10, 7V4, b¥t and 3 horsepower. 

The 10 h. p. model, a popular fish- 
ing motor, has been reduced 7 
fiounds in weight through cngineer- 
ng improvements. It will be eq- 
uipped with a push- button cut-off 
switch, slip clutch propeller and a 
device to protect propellor and shaft 
from fouling. The 10 also has John- 
son's "suspension drive'" silencing 
full gear shift, underwater exhaust 
and is fitted for remote operation. 

The Sea-Horse IVz, 5V4 and 3 
horsepower models have been re- 
styled for 1958 but retain all im- 
portant features of the 1957 line. 

Color of the 1958 Johnsons is pre- 
dominantly spray white with holi- 
day bronze trim. A new marine 
paint that withstands years of wea- 
thering and water-wear without 
fading or discoloring will be used 
on the entire line. Deluxe versions 
of the 50 and 35 are finished in gold 
and white with chrome trim. 

In the new V engines, gasoline is 
fed to the cylinders by a twinbar- 
reled, downdraft carburetor. A slip 
clutch will prevent broken drive 
pins. Electric models will have "on- 
off-stnrt" key switch starting. 

The V engine also is equipped 
with a special device to save fuel 
at cruising speeds; a new high cap- 
acity fuel pump; anti-friction ball.

roller and needle bearings; John- 
son's quiet drive silencing system; 
balance spring that makes the en- 
gine easier to tilt; lifting ring, and 
a generator attachment sold as an 
accessary. 

The V-50 has a 70.7 cubic inch 
piston displacement that helps make 
it possible for the motor to push 
heavy loads with little strain on 
essential engine parts. 

Vibration and noise are reduced 
in the new V-50 design by balancing 
the driving force of the pistons. 

■To assure correct water tempera- 
ture in the cooling system of the 
V-50, Johnson engineers have de- 
signed a new, thermostatically-con- 
trolled recirculating water system. 
This will give the motor a longer 
life and provide for more efficient 
operation since water in the cool- 
ing system is maintained at ideal 
temperature.

In the produce department, ex- 
pected first-of-the-seoson frosts 
would wipe out summer values of 
northern sweet corn, tomatoes and 
other lender crops, increasing the 
chances of higher prices. Mean- 
while, new fall supplies- from a var- 
iety of sources continue volume ar- 
rival at low prices. 

Groceries are generally steady 
with exceptions of canned meats, up 
a penny or two in most stores. 

For specific retail food value the 
week ending September 28th, thq 
U of I suggests: 

Pork — Ham, bacon, Boston butts, 
rib roasts, spare ribs and chops. Beef 
— blade cut pot roasts, rib roasts and 
steaks. Lamb — Leg roasts. Poul- 
try — stewing hens, turkey and fry- 
ers. Groceries — Pears, applesauce 
and coffee. Produce — Cauliflower, 
carrots, acorn squash, snap beans, 
apples (Greenings, Mcintosh, Jona- 
than) and Concord grapes. 

In pork lines, most smoked items 
present good promotional possibil- 
ities, especially bacons with many 
really cheap prices expected, and 
hams rated by some in almost a 
drug-on-the-markct situation. Cur- 
ed lines are reflected and fresh 
market conditions. 

Poultry remains about the same, 
with stewing hens in good value 
position. As older hens go to mar- 



ket In volume, pullet eggs become 
shorter supplied than a year ago 
and higher prices result. Large eggs 
are higher priced in keeping with 
recent steady increases.

WASHINGTON — Garotccrs tell 
Son Lazznro'i ilory In a few terse 
words: "Smnll Island In the La- 
goon of Venice." 

To Armenians throughout the 
world, however, Son Lazzaro Is a 
fragment of the lost homeland. 
This bit of Italian soil Is a center 
of their heritage and culture, and ', 
one of the richest treasuries of 
Armenian knowledge In the west- 
fc cm world. 

Living on the tranquil Islet arc 
the Armenian Mcchitarlsts, an 
, order of scholarly monks who col- 
lect, translate, edit, and publish 
works about Armenia. 

Reddish buildings of the monas- 
tery rise from the glassy blue la- 
goon. The library holds more than 
39,000 volumes, Including every 
known book about Armenia and 
Armenians. It preserves Armenian' 
translations of world classics, and 
more than 2,000 priceless manu- 
scripts dating from the 5th cen- 
tury, the Golden Age of Armenian 
literature. 

Almost any shred of Armenian 
fact or lore can be found there, 
perhaps a 3,500-year-old recipe 
favored by the ancient gourmet, 
King Shara. Or the origin of a pop- 
ular proverb such ns, "Whether I 
eat or not I shall have the fever, 
so belter cat and have the fcvcrl" 

San Lazzaro is the creation of a 
learned priest, Mcchltar the Com- 
forter, who founded the Catholic 
monastery on the site of an old 
leper colony In 1717. 

Time seems to have stood still 
here. The church lifts its curious 
onion-shaped tower above the sun- 
ny cloisters and terraces. Gardens 
remain cool and green with vines, 
flg trees, oleanders, almonds, and 
cypresses. 



Trees Are Part 
Of Our Heritage 

NEW YORK— America's Inde- 
pendence Is aged In the wood, too. 
If the tradition of Liberty Trees is 
any indicator. 

Even before the Revolutionary 
War. the English settlers brought 
to this country the custom of 
gathering under village trees to 
discuss public questions. Provi- 
dence, Boston, Newport and New 
York planted trees as symbols of 
liberty. In fact, Providence dedi- 
cated an elm to the Sons of Liberty 
as far back as July 25, 1766. 

One of the cherished surviving 
Liberty Trees is the giant tuliptree 
on the St. John's College campus, 
Annapolis, Md. It already was a 
giant when the colonics were fight- 
ing for their freedom In 1776. A 
tablet was placed on the tree In 
1908 commemorating It as a me- 
morial to the Unknown Soldier of 
the Revolutionary War. This mo- 
narch Is still thriving although 
one-third of the trunk is gone and 
filled with concrete. 

Another famous Liberty Tree Is 
the one near Clinton, Pa., under 
which the famous Tiadaughton 
Creek Declaration of Independence 
is said to have been signed at the 
same time the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was being signatured in 
Philadelphia by the founding 
fathers/

Survey Reveals High 
Diphtheria Threat 

CHICAGO— Nearly half of the 
new students entering the Univers- 
ity of Minnesota In one year were 
not Immune to diphtheria In spite 
of a long-time statewide program 
of diphtheria immunization, It was 
reported today. 

Three university researchers 
said that 47.2 per cent of 2,899 
students entering the university In 
the fall of 1054 responded positive- 
ly to the Schick test. A positive 
reaction to this skin test indicates 
susceptibility to the disease. 

The researchers also found that 
adults can be Inoculated against 
the disease without suffering Re- 
vere reactions. The likelihood of

Job of Teaching 
About Shoplifters 

ALLENTOWN, Pn. — A Bronx 
woman has what Is probably the 
oldest job In the world . . . she is 
a professional shoplifter . . . and 
her duties arc to visit n large de- 
partment store a couple of times 
a week and sec exactly how many 
Items she can steal In the store. 
It's all part of a training program 
instituted at the store to train co- 
workers to be on the lookout for 
shopllilters, 

She is Mrs. Mary Dragoti, at- 
tractive wife of a locksmith and 
mother of a 14 year old boy and B 
year old girl. 

In the training program inaugu- 
rated by Max Hess, Allcntown 
retailer, Mrs. Dragoti instructs 
stare employees in the devices and 
tricks used by shoplifters and 
wears a mask In her classes for 
security purposes. As part of her 
course, she wanders undisguised 
through the store utilizing her skill 
and if any store employee catches 
her in the act of "shoplifting," 
they receive a reward from Max 
Hess. 

Starting her department store 
career as a salesgirl, Mrs. Dragoti 
was quick to spot shoplifters pil- 
fering merchandise from her firm. 
Her keen sense of detection was 
responsible for her being promoted 
to the post of store detective by 
her employer. Recently, she be- 
came "professional shoplifter" 
working in the interest of Law en- 
forcement. 



Foreign Trade 
In Free World 

The vital importance of Inter- 
national trade to the Free World 
is shown in figures compiled by 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ments. Of the eight countries sur- 
veyed, the Netherlands was most 
dependent on foreign trade, with 
imports the equivalent of 47 per 
cent of its gross national product 
In 1956 and exports 30 \h per cent. 

Comparable ratios of about 20 
per cent or more were reported 
for Sweden and Switzerland. For 
the United Kingdom, imports rep- 
resented 19 per cent of gross 
national product last year and ex- 
ports 16 per cent. France, Western 
Germany and Italy showed com- 
parable ratios of 10 per cent or 
better. By contrast, th2 propor- 
tions for the United States were 
just over 3 per cent for Imports, 

and some 4 per cent for exports, 
indicating America's greater self- 
sufficiency and the predominant 
role the domestic market plays in 
the U.S. economy. 



Married Suffer Least 
From Heart Disease 

NEW YORK— Coronary heart di- 
sease, the commonest form of 
heart disease today, is least fre- 
quent among young married wo- 
men, among persons living In the 
rural part of the southern states, 
and among those who have no 
history of premature death or oc- 
currance of heart disease in the 
family. 

A study of recorded mortality 
from heart disease by statisticians 
reveals variations according to 
age, sex. weight, race, marital 
status, geographic region, and 
other factors. 

Up to age 45, the death rate 
from heart disease r'ins up to 6.6 
times as high for white man as 
for white women. The ratio de- 
creases progressively with ad- 
vance in age, until at ages 85 and 
over, the rates for the two sexes 
among white persons are about the 
same. Among non-whites, the sex 
differences are much smaller, and 
do not vary much with age. 

Heart disease death rates are 
significantly higher for the widow- 
ed, the single, and the divorced 
than for the married. It would 
appear, therefore, that the factors 
associated with married life— se- 
lectivity of marriage and the more 
favorable environment of the mar- 
ried— influence the level of mortal- 
ity from the disease. 



Traffic Accidents Kill 
More Than Korean War 

Motor vehicle fatalities in the 
first half of this year resulted in a 
record 22,000 life insurance death 
claims, representing $5-1,000,000 of 
aggregate death benefits, the Insti- 
tute of Life Insurance reports. 

This was $0,000,000 more in bene- 
fits and 1.000 more claims than a 
year ago and appears to assure 
that the 1957 total of claims will 
exceed $100,000,000 for the first 
time. The number of claims this 
year will add up to more than 
, aggregate battle deaths of U, S. 
armed forces in the three years 
of the Korean War, according to 
the Institute.

Eating And Arteries 

Atherosclerosis, reportedly res- 
ponsible for more than 200,000 
deaths each year in the U.S., used 
to be regarded as an inevitable 
result of old age. Fatty substances 
collect inside the walls of arteries 
in much the same way as grease 
collects in the drain pipes of sinks 
over the years — with comparable 
results. 

Recently, however, more and 
more scientists 
are questioning 
its inevitability.

believe we eat too much animal 
(saturated) fat and too little veg- 
etable (unsaturated) fat- This fat 
imbalance in the bloodstream, they 
suggest, gives rise to roughened, 
thickened arteries — the condition 
called atherosclerosis. 

Slowing the flow of blood 
through the "pipes" that feed the 
heart, brain and other vital or- 

§ans, may lead to formation of 
lood clots in the arteries. When 
these clots block the flow of blood 
to an area of the brain or heart, a 
coronary attnek or paralytic 
stroke may follow. 
• The signal that tells the physi- 
cian that fat balance has been up- 
set is an increase in the blood of a 
fatty substance called cholesterol. 
In the past, persons with danger- 
ously high blood cholesterol were 
often put on low-fat diets. 
► If the balance theory is correct, 
simply cutting down on butler and 
animal fats may not accomplish 
anything, unless there is a corre- 
sponding increase in the intake of 
special vegetable fats. 
»; One rich source of so-called "es- 
sential fatty acid" is linolcic ncid, 
the oil of the sadlower plant. This 
substance, together with pyridoxin 
{vitamin B-C), has just been made 
available as Linodoxine, an or- 
ange-flavored emulsion that helps 
restore the fat balance in the 
bloodstream. 

• Linodoxine was found effective 
in reducing high blood cholesterol 
levels in 80 per cent of patients re- 
cently studied by Dr, Jerome J. 
Van Gnsse. No attempt was made, 
to control the diet of these pa- 
tients during the study. They were 
simply given three tablespoons of 
Linodoxine a day. 
b .Atherosclerosis is now one of 
the major targets of medical re- 
search. In addition to the deaths 
attributed to it-one out of every 
seven — atherosclerosis is believed 
to be the most common disease in 
tho United States."

through a bout of illness. Dr. Nor- 
vin C. Kicfer, Chief Medical Direc- 
tor of The Equitable, said today. A 
sound nnd moderate approach to 
the fundamentals of good health 
Is necessary. For example, are you 
nnd your family getting enough 
sleep and rest, and regular exer- 
cise? Eating balanced meals for 
daily stamina and energy? Prac- 
tising the rules of cleanliness? At- 
tending promptly to medical and 
dental needs? 

Each of these principals for bet- 
ter heallh has a long history of in- 
vestigation, accumulated knowledge, 
and unanswered questions. Take 
rest and sleep. Though its basic 
mysteries are still unknown, cer- 
tainly everyone — from ancient 
Greek poet to present-day physiol- 
ogist — has recognized how import- 
ant sleep can be to a feeling of well 
being and .general health. Scien- 
tific studies have not yet revealed 
what causes sleep — whether it Is 

E reduced by a "sleep center" in the 
rain, a decreased flow of blood 
to the brain, or sleep-producing 
chemicals, to mention a few of the 



theories. Investigation does show, 
however, that the simple act of 
chance to rest up, time to recuper- 
ate from strain and stress. 

But what is enough sleep? It 
varies from individual to Individ- 
ual. One way to tell if you arc 
getting enough sleep Is to answer 
the question, "Does your sleep real- 
ly rest you?" If you feel so reluct- 
ant to get up that you can talk 
yourself into thinking you"re "earn- 
ing down with something" nnd 
ought to stay in bed all day — take 
a closer took) Sometimes, your 
closer look might show that you arc 
ill nnd ought to stay in bed.. But 
unless you arc ill, if this sort of 
thing happens to you often, it may 
mean thnt you aren't getting enough 
restful sleep. And If you aren't, 
you should take a closer look, too, 
at the possible reasons why. 

For instance, you may have slept 
enough hours, but without some 
I fresh air in the room, or in nn un- 
| comfortable bed, perhaps with a 
'sagging or too-soft mattress. Or 
perhaps you. went to bed too strain- 
I ed nnd tense from yestcrday"s ac-
